The following stirring incident of th# 
two flags

Mr. Haskins, the sail- J 
or, was in the merning brought out i 
pinioned to be shot. 
“As the English consul was prepar- j 
log to hoist the union Jack he saw the ; 
crowd in the field opposite, where the J 
execution of the American sailor, of j 
which he had heard, was to take place. 
Hushing over the American consul, he 
said. ‘Loring, you’re not going to let { 
them shoot that man!’ 
“ ‘What can I doT he said. 
‘I hare 
protested against it. I can do no more.’ 
“Quick as thought the English con­ 
sul shouted, ‘Give me your flag!* 
And 
in a trice the stars and stripes were 
handed to tile English representative, j 
At once, taking hie own union Jack in 
his hand, he hastened across the field, j 
elbowed his way through the crowd 
and soldiery, and, running up to the 
doomed man, he folded the American 
flag around him and then laid the un- 
ion jack over it. Standing a few paces 1 
back, be faced the officers and soldiers 1 
and shouted defiantly, ‘Now, shoot, if j 
you dare, through the heart of Eng- 
j 
land and America!’ 
“And they dared not do it, for they 
feared the consequences, so the man 
was at once released. In telling me,” 
said Dr. Peck, “Mr. Haskins said to 
me, with tears streaming down his 
cheeks even then, ‘They loosed me 
then, and, oh, how I longed to embrace 
those two flags!’

It Is a very curious fact th at certain 
plants grow and thrive on tho hair of 
sloths. A part from its extremely coarse 
and brittle nature, the most striking 
peculiarity of the outer hntr of the 
sloth is its more or less decidedly green 
tinge. Now, green is a very rare color 
among mammals, and there ought, 
therefore, to be some special reason for 
its development in the sloth, and, as a 
m utter of fact. tho means by which 
this coloration Is produced Is one of 
the most marvelous phenomena iii Hie 
whole anim al kingdom, so marvelous. 
Indeed, that It is at first alm ost Impos­ 
sible to believe th a t it Is true. 
The object of this peculiar type of 
coloration is. of course, to assim ilate 
the animal to Its leafy surroundings 
and thus to render it as Inconspicuous 
as possible, and when hanging In its 
usual position from the underside of 
a bough its long, coarse and green 
tlng(*d hair Is stated to render the sloth 
alm ost 
Indistinguishable 
from 
the 
bunches of gray green lichens among 
which It dwells. 
In the outer sheath 
of the hairs of the al there are a num ­ 
ber of transverse cracks, and in these 
cracks grows a primitive type of plant 
—namely, a one celled alga. 
Arid for the benefit of nonbotanlcal 
roaders it may be well to mention here 
th at aigre, among which seaweeds are 
Included, form a group of flowerless 
plants related on the one hand to the 
fungi and on the other to the lichens. 
In the moist tropical forests forming 
th e home of the sloths the alga1 in the 
crack* of their hairs grow readily and 
thus comm unicate to the entire coat 
th a t general green tint which, os nl- 
ready said. Is reported to render them 
alm ost indistinguishable from the d u s­ 
ters of lichen among which they hang 
suspended.—Knowledge.

It Is a very curious fact th a t certain 
plants grow aud thrtvo on tho hair of 
sloths. A part from its extremely coarse 
and brittle nature, the most striking 
peculiarity of the outer hair of the 
sloth is its more or less decidedly green 
tinge. Now, green is a very rare color 
among mammals, and there ought, 
therefore, to be some special reason for 
Its development In the sloth, and, as a 
m atter of fact, tho means by which 
this coloration is produced is one of 
the most marvelous phenomena in the 
whole anim al kingdom, so marvelous. 
Indeed, th at it Is at first alm ost Impos­ 
sible to believe th a t It Is true. 
The object of this peculiar type of 
coloration is, of course, to assim ilate 
the anim al to its leafy surroundings 
and thus to render It as Inconspicuous 
as possible, and when hanging in its 
usual position from the underside of 
a bough its long. coarse and green 
tinged hair is stated to render the sloth 
alm ost 
indistinguishable 
from 
the 
bunches of gray green lichens among 
which it dwells. 
In the outer sheath 
of the hairs of the al there are a num­ 
ber of transverse cracks, and in these 
cracks grows a primitive type of plant 
—namely, a one celled alga. 
And for the benefit of nonbotanical 
readers it may be well to mention here 
th at algie. among which seaweeds are 
Included, form a group of flowerless 
plants related on the one hand to the 
fungi and on the other to the lichens. 
In the moist tropical forests forming 
tile boise Of the sloths the alga- in the 
cracks of their hit Ira grow readily and 
thus communicate to the entire coat 
th a t general green tint which, as al­ 
ready said, is reported to render them 
alm ost indistinguishable from the clus­ 
ters of lichen among which they hang 
suspended.—Know ledge.

May the consol! d’etat was Invited to 
consider the project of the institution 
of the Legion of Honor. 
It w as ridi­ 
culed by many, notably by Moreau, 
who as victor of Hohenlinden w as bit­ 
terly jealous of the victor of Marengo. 
At a dinner party he sent for bis cook 
and said to him In the presence of his 
guests: “Michel, I am pleased with 
your dinner. 
You have indeed distin­ 
guished yourself. 
I will aw ard you a 
saucepan of honor.” 
Mme. de Rtael 
w as also satirical upon the subject. 
“Ah. one of the decorated?” she used 
to ask each guest who w as shown Into 
her salon. 
But Napoleon had gauged hum an na­ 
ture correctly. 
His Legion of Honor 
did meet a felt w ant, and It was defl- 
n.tely Inaugurated on July 14. 1804. 
Among the em inent men of science 
and men of letters on whom It w as 
then bestowed were Included Laplace, 
the m athem atician; La I and a. the as­ 
tronom er; envier, the naturalist, and 
LegonTe, the .poet 
The most notable 
name om itted was th a t of H em ardia 
de St. Pierre, Just then In disgrace for 
championing Mme. de Stael, whom Na­ 
poleon had banished, bot he got th* 
decoration I ager em tb s entreaty et 
Queen H arte nos.

Limousin 
aud lU tazzi. and the whole party had 
to stand in the dock together. 
Wilson w as sentenced to two years* 
lm prir m m eot, a fine of 3,000 francs 
and five years’ deprivation of civil 
rights. 
He appealed, and the court of 
cassation annulled the judgm ent 
The 
accused, said the Judges, was obvious­ 
ly guilty of everything th a t ho was 
charged with. but as bis offenses w ere 
not anticipated by any punitive law be 
could not be punished. 
So he retired 
to the country and tried to live down 
his bad name. 
As be ultim ately got 
him self elected consenter general, one

Much of the wheat goes to the 
manufacturers of cereal food prepara­ 
tions. The shortage of the wheat crop 
of Utah made it necessary for that 
state to look to the Columbia valley 
for its supply, and a special rate of 45 
cents per IOO pounds was made for that 
movement. 
The most notable feature of this sea­ 
son’s grain shipment to the eastward, 
however, is the barley. The crop in the 
Columbia basin this year is of excep­ 
tionally fine quality for brewing. The 
big brewing centers of the east—Mil­ 
waukee, Chicago, St. Louis, Kansas 
City, Omaha and other cities—became 
aware of the excellence of the north­ 
western barley early In the season, and 
began placing orders for supplies.
